(A Warning) 

“Dwarf Bunt” is a smut disease 
of wheat. It is caused by a strain 
of the smut fungus which causes 
ordinary bunt or stinking emut of 
wheat. The most disturbing fact 
about Dwarf Bunt is that it cannot 
be controiled by seed treatment. It 
is carried over from year to year in 
the soil. 

In recent years, Dwarf Bunt has 
become a real menace to wheat pro- 
duction in the Northwestern United 
States. Although Dwarf Bunt is not 
know: with certainty to occur in 
Canada, it: widespread and destruc- 
tive occurrence in the States of 
Washington, Idaho, and Montana 
presents an immediate and serious 
thrent to winter wheat production in 
Western Canada. 

Syinptoms. The symptoms caused 
by Drrcf Bunt are quite distinct 
from those of ordinary bunt or 
stinking s:aut of wheat.

Add 1 envelope Royal Fast 
Rising Dry Yeast and 1 tsp. 
sugar to 1c. lukewarm water. 
Stir; let stand 10 min, Scald 
1 c. milk, add 5 tbs. sugar; 
add 2 tsp. salt, cool to luke- 
warm. Add to yeast mixture. 
Add 3 c. sifted flour, beat 
until perfectly smooth, Add 
4 tbs. melted shortening and 
3 c. more sifted flour, or 
enough to make easily han- 
died dough.

WORLD OF WHEAT 
By H. G. L. Strange 


orl Erosion 


The Dominion Experimental 
Station at Swift Current in ad- 
dition to its usual work, has 
made also during the past 20 
years or so, some remarkable 
investigations into the use of 
moisture by the wheat plant. 
First under the direction of the 
late Sydney Barnes and now un- 
der the direction of the scient- 
ist, Dr. J. L. Doughty, some 
quite unexpected and unlooked 
for results have been found. 
One of these announced by Dr. 
Doughty recently at Lethbridge 
at the meeting of the agricultur- 
al institute, and which surpris- 
ed most people, was to the ef- 
fect that the present system of 
farming on these prairies is not 
causing, as some people think, 
a rapid deterioration of the 
soil, In other words, it would 
appear that if water erosion and 
wind erosion can be controlled 
that we can go on_ growing 
wheat and grains on these prai- 
ries for long, long periods of 
time without suffering from 
decline in yield per acre. This 
is a comforting thing to know, 
because so many people, pa.- 
ticularly city people, think the 
so-called prairie wheat miners 
are rapidly exhausting the fer- 
tility of the soil and that in a 
few years these prairies will 
not be able to grow any mere 
grain. So the so-called -whea:- 
miner, it appears, can be #>- 
solved from blame.
